KING ALFONSO’S 
£100,000. 


Fortune Affected By 
Exchange. 


, THE CROWN JEWELS. 


“The annual income of King 
Alfonso at:the present time is most 
probably between ‘£7,000 and 
$8,000.”. This was the opinion ex- 
pressed by one in close touch with 
the affairs of the Spanish Royal 
family to a representative of The 
Daily Telegraph who was inquir- 
ing into current gtfesses as to the 
fortune of the Royal exile. 

This authority: dismissed as fan- 
tastic any suggestion that King 
Alfonso is a millionaire. “He is 
far from being even a dollar mil- 
Nonaire,” it was remarked. . 

“I should imagine,” added this 

authority, “that the whole invest- 
ments of the King—largely in 
Great Britain and Switrerland— 
reach about £100,000. Like many 
other people, King Alfonso has Jost 
heavily by recent currency 
changes.” 
Contradictory “stories have been 
published recently about the jewels 
of the Spanish Royal family. A 
large number of them are supposed 
to be in safety vaults in Paris. It 
was suggested to the inquirer that 
the value of these jewels may be 
about £60,000. “But jewels,” it 
was added, “are really of small 
value in the economic conditions of 
the moment.” 

With regard to the Crown jewels, 
it was pointed out that there is con- 
siderable dispute as to which of 
these treasures are public property 
and which belong historically or by 
inheritance or purchase to King 
Alfonso. 

The Republic retains some of 
these Crown jowels. Others, which 
were on exhibition in Rome and in 
Faris at the time of the Revolution, 
are said to be still abroad.

How bootleg gin has changed the 
character of the American girl has 
just been described by witnesses 
before the “Beer” Committee of the 
United States Senate. 

“The American girl at one time 
would slap a man’s face for offer- 
ing her a drink of liquor, to-day 
she will do the same.thing if you 
don’t have one,” said Mr. Samuel 
Dickstein, a member of the U.S.

MURDER. 


Mr. Lindsell Wins His 
Discussion. 


BAIL REFUSED. 

Pursuing their investigation in 
connection with the murder of 
ung Hin, alias George Fung, at 
Village Road.on the night of March 
24, the Police, it is understood, 
have now rounded up four persons, 
alleged to have some connection 
with the crime. They are now in 
custody pending further enquiries. 

One of these men, Cheng Kwok- 
yan, alias Cheng Wan, aged 20 and 
described as of Ind¢pendent means, 
who was arrested Yesterday, was 
brought before Mr. Wynne-Jones in 
the Central Poliée Court this 
morning. The charge against him 
was “an accesubry before the fact.” 

Mr. R. E. Lindsél, (Public Pro- 
secutor), appeared for the Crown, 
together with Unief . Detective- 
Inspector A, N. Reynolds, who’ is 
in charge of the investigations, 

Mr. G. K. Hall-Brutton, appear- 
ing on behalf of the accused, 
stated that the plea was one of not 
guilty. 

On behalf of the Crown, Mr. 
Lindsell asked for a week's formal 
remand, without bail. 

Mr, Hall-Brutton remarked that 
as framed’ the charge practically 
amounted to conspiracy, and on 
that the accused was entitled to 
bail. : 

His Worship—What amount do 
you suggest? . 

Mr. Hall-Brutton—That is up to 
the Crown to say. I would suggest 
$20,000 or $30,000. * 

Mr. Lindsell strongly opposed 
bail, remarking that within a week, 
there was the likelihood of the 
charge, which he admitted was 
vague at present, being amended. 
He added that the punishment for 
being an accessory before the fact 
was capital. 

After further deliberation, his 
Worship remanded. the accused in 
jail for a week, refusing bail, 

Mr, Lindsell remarked that Mr. 
Hall-Brutton always had his 
remedy in applying for‘a writ of 
habeas corpus. ;

REIGN OF TERROR IN 
MEDITERRANEAN. 


German Submarine Commander. 
Capt. Lothar von Arnauld de la 
Periere, who recently retired from 
the German Navy, was the 
doughtiest foe we had in the war. 
As a submarine captain he estab- 
lished a veritable reign of terror in 
the Mediterranean. 

In those waters and in the Atlan- 


tons of shipping, and this total, I 
understand, is accepted by the Ad- 
miralty. Von Arnauld, however, 
was a chivalrous fighter, and in 
spite of the havoc he wrought his 
name never figured on our “black 
list.” 

When I saw him in Germany a 
few years ago he was in command 
of the new cruiser Emden. He was 
‘regarded as the best all-round sea- 
man in the Reichsmarine. 

There is a legend that his father 
was a French officer, who was cap- 
tured in the war of 1870, but this 
is incorrect. Von Arnauld comes of 
a French Huguenot family which 
sought refuge in Germany after the 
revocation of the Edict of Nantes. 
The redoubtable Lothar was born 
at Posen and ‘is now in ‘his 46th 
year.

Broadcasts For The 
Empire. 


NEW DAVENTRY STATION. 


Twenty years of experiment and 


Jother it has been heard practically 


uchievement in wireless telephony 
and in broadcasting are now bring- 
ing us to the great Empire station 
at Daventry, which is to be open- 
ed by the B.B.C. towards the end 
of the present year. 


It wags in 1913, it may be recalled

Observer), that the Marconi Com- 
pany were making their early ex- 
periments in telephony at Chelms- 
ford.
